NEW YORK, April 10—Rosters of 
the sixteen major league 
baseball 
clubs, containing more than 960 pros* 
peotive starters In the 1926 pennant 
races, reves) the average player as an 
athlete of 26 years, 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, weighing 172 pounds. 
Definite physical requirements of 
the games have not eliminated the 
performer who takes a marked dev it* 
tion from these figures, however, for 
nearly every club has its midget and 
its giant, Ha promising youth ahd 
ft* veteran warrior.
